A Pouirtico-Puysico Account of the Vure-Ursus, or 
TFox-Bear. 

This animal is varioufly denominated, and it is a doubt 

whether it ought to be ftiled the Fox Bear, or the Bear Pox ; 
indeed, the two animals are fo intimately blended, both in 
the figure, and difpofition of this animal, that it is extreme- 
Jy difficult to determine which predominates. It hath all 
the clumfinefs of the Bear, with the cunning of the Fox ; 
but its hide approaches rather to the /2/bw, with abundatice 
of biack hair about. its muzzle; its voice is hoarfe, rough, 
and refembles rather the croak of the raven, than either the 
yelp of the Fox, or the growl of the Bear. It is a beatt of 
prey, yet hath been frequently preyed upon. It hath often 
changed its dwelling, and is fo far from being a folitary a- 
dual that it loves the haunts df men, and has been found 
Jately to have been preaching to a flock of gee/e, who have 
prepotteroufly foliowed its wiles. Its firft den was at Mid- 
burff in Suffex, where it ftaid for feven years ; at the end of 
which, it ftrove in vain to get fixed at Pontefiaf, in York- 
fhire, and then it tripped over to Poole, in Dorfethhire, but 
a red Coote got the hole from it; however, it neftled into 
the earth at Malinfbury, in Wiltthirey where it ftaid till a 
a few months fince; when fome Weftminfler geefe admitted 
it into their yard, where there is no doubt it will make great 
havock, and make them repent their credulity. 
« About ten years fince the Vulp-Ur/fas got a fnug place 
near the Admiralty-office, which it kept for above two 
years, when it was pat out ; but fome time after it fuceeed- 
ed, by the death of its fire, and elder cub, to a large allow- 
ance of Irith sides, on Which it might have fattened apace, 
but in lefs than a year, it had /2/ fo much of its fur, that it 
fold the sides to repair it, ad foon after 4/7 the whole pro- 
fits. 

The internal conftruGtion of the Valp-Urfer is very un- 
common. It hath no bowels, but a ga// bladder, and an ex- 
éretory daa, which carrics the gall to the toxgue, where it is 
vented. There is alfo another gé// dud, which terminates 
jn the right fore paiv, and thence, by the help of a flit goofe- 

uill, this bea featters the gall, and takes a malicious de- 
light in befpattering fome of the nobleft animals in the 
country. 

Though this creature hath not a_place in the catalegues 
of waturalifts, yeese = 2a iittions, 229 Fach Nad @ 
namé given it by each. “The Grecks called it E apags xor@s 
from its having its head full of gall. The Latins called it 
Vulp-Urfus, avd Felliceps. (a Spanih it is named 2/ Zor- 
fa-Cabron, or the Fox Goat, from its cunning and fulucity. 
In German it is ftiled Ein Scuwartz Beer-Fucus, or 
the Black Bear Fox, from the multitude of black hairs a- 
bout its muzzle. ‘The French call it Le Renard Lourd, or 
the clumfi fox; whillt it is named in Italian, /I Vulpe pro- 
digo, or the prodigal /ox.
